sao WAVE TAKES HEAVY 
‘OLL IN KWANGTUNG 


HongKong, Sept. 26.—The Ex- 
change Telegraph here announce: 
receipt of a report that 5000 per- 
sons perished when an 
tidal wave and typhoon 
150 miles southwest 
on September 10, 

Twenty thousand homes 
damaged and four hundred junks and 
sampans were destroyed. The total 
loss is estimated at $1,000,000, 

Reports from Hongkong would 
indicate that the tidal wave and 
typhoon which took four hundred 
S00 and caused tre- 
mendous material damage on the 
Japanese Island of Kiushui, on Sept. 
13, had first struck the 
coast slong the lower 
Kwangtung province. 

The storm which ravaged the Kiu- 
shui coastal cities came from across 
the E China sea and travelled 
northeast. Hours after its force had 
been expended in the Kiushui, the 
tail of the typhoon whipped towns 
on the main Jap Island of 
Hondo, causing minor casualties and 
damage before passing out to sea. 

The distance from Hongkong to 
Nagasaki, on of the cities on Kiu- 
shui struck by the typhoon, is ap-
